The ques­ 
tion is, will a law against inhuman methods in 
warfare b* able to stand against the desire for 
victory 7 
True, warfare has in some respects 
been humanized. The wholesale murder of prison­ 
ers captured in battle has been abandoned. 
But 
the disposition cf soldiers who had either surren­ 
der* d or been captured was comparatively an eaSy 
matter, as they could not greatly effect the for­ 
tunes of either army. Advances have been made 
as effecting the treatment of the sick and wound­ 
ed, but such disabled soldiers have very little to 
do with the fortunes of war. 
The Red Cross and other sanitary units are 
now given much greater protection than they were 
in the wars of the long past; but such outfits have 
little or nothing to do with whose banners arc to 
bear victory. 
,

In the case of all active weapons, so to speak, 
such as the kind of guns used, the size of the pro­ 
jectiles fired, and especially as to such destructive 
agencies as gas and submarines quite different 
considerations arise. 
The agencies do very ma­ 
terial 1 effect the result In battle, and it is hard 
to believe they will ever be given up, should a 
great war actually get started at full swing. 
As to the world war, every nation, Germany 
included, except the United States has signed a 
solemn declaration not to use poison 
gas, 
but 
Germany and all the nations did use gas, when 
the fortunes of war seamed to demand its use. 
Any nation hard enough pressed, if its leaders be­ 
lieved poison gas would save the day on the field 
of battle, would use it, and make excuses after­ 
wards. When the Germans were about to lose to 
the Allies, the unrestricted submarine 
warfare 
was restored to. They knew that America was 
likely to enter against them, if they did send 
submarines into the open lanes of the ocean, but 
it was decided to take a chance and use them any 
way. The Germans hoped to win so quickly by the 
use of submarines, that the war would be over 
before America could land men in Europe in large 
numbers. 
They knew the submarine adventure 
was a dangerous one, but figured they would try 
anything once for the sake of an easy victory; 
and the same reasoning will likely be employed if 
there is ever another war.v 
In a word, no warring nation is going to give 
up effective weapons like gas and submarines, 
simply because they have said they would do 80, 
or because their use is barbarous. All of which is 
leading up to, say—M$uravcannot be 
reformed. 
Just as the American people tried faithfully to 
guíate the liquor, traffic and failed, just so wttl 
e regulations against poison gas, submarines, or 
any other active agency in warfare, fail. 
As the American people finally decided to de­ 
stroy the liquor traffic, so will the world have to 
decide to abolish war all together of war horrors 
are averted. 
We cannot be civilized, because it 
is just the opposite of civilization. All the horrors 
qf war, perhaps many times intensified in the fu­ 
ture, will remain, as long as that inhuman mur­ 
derous game is allowed. What nation that enters 
into a great fight to kill all the enemy people pos­ 
sible will be very particular what methods and 
means are employed? The only question asked 
when nations are at death grips, concerning the 
means of destruction to be used, are they calcu­ 
lated to be effctive, will they work? Unless some 
other means of destruction is found to equal or 
surpass poison gas ánd submarined as long as 
men fight at all they will employ them. 
Let it be remembered that this country, Eng­ 
land, Italy, France and Japan have entered into 
a solemn compact not to use poison gas in war­ 
fare; but let us wait until these powers are put 
to the test before we conclude that they will keep 
any such an agreement when facing a deadly 
enemy.
